In the lovely island of Jersey the pub- 
lic authorities have inclosed beside the 
sea at St. Helier's a spacious swim- 
ming pool for ladies. There, with the 
•winds and waves of the ocean tem- 
pered by rocky cliffs that rise toward 
he northwest, with the sky of ineffable 
blue above, all the air full of electricity, 
seaweed odor and sunshine, the ladies' 
swimming pool lies iu a sheltered cove. 


Some of tlie rosj, hardy Jersey girls 


take dips in that tank in midwinter, 
although I have the word of one of 
them that she did not stay in the water 
very long. The Hilson sisters, who live 
near the pool, are among the best swim- 
mers of Great Britain. Jersey sends 
some of these fine girl experts to Eng- 
land to the annual contests for the wo- 
man's championship. At Bath every 
year is held a series of swimming 
matches for "women which attract no- 
tice throughout the country. King Ed- 
waid and Queen Alexandra sometimes 
attend the contests, and the king so 
much approves of the feminine sex 
learning to swim that he has presented 
a challenge cup, which is'in custody of 
the ladies' swimming club of Bath, to 
be striven for by women of all nations. 
No American woman has won it. 


In the United States unfortunately so 


far there is nobody to encourage the 
art of swimming among women, and 
they must therefore encourage them- 
selves. This matter is quite a proper 
subject for action on the part of wo- 
men's clubs and organizations of moth- 
ers. It is really a disgrace to our land 
that in quite half of its area a boy can- 
rrot learn to swim unless he and his 
mates sneak out surreptitiously to some 
"swimming hole" and splash in the wa- 
ter on the sly.

« WILD FLOWER FARMS. 


Mlu Ander«OB SnKKe*** Them am an 


Occupation For College Girl*. 


Wild flower farms for college girls- 


It is a pretty idea and one that Miss 
Mary Perle Anderson considers entirely 
feasible and capable of yielding modest 
but steady profits, says the New York 
Tribune. 


Miss Anderson is now the instructor 


In botany at Mount Holyoke. In com- 
mon with many other botanists and 
flower lovers. Miss Anderson is alarm- 
ed at the threatened destruction of 
many species of wild flowers. The ar- 
butus and laurel especially, two flowers 
of unusual beauty, found nowhere in 
t};o -u-nrjii <i!it«'fl*» of Amerifa. are in 
danger of speedy extermination. The 
cardinal flower cau live only iu lonely 
haunts. Its spike of scarlet flame is 
irresistible. The hepatica, the lady's 
slipper, the bog orchid, the Jack in the 
pulpit, are going more slowly. 


The two great sources of danger are 


the gathering of wild flowers for sale 
and the supplying of vast quantities of 
them to city schools for '"nature study." 
The latter is a new danger, and one 
that the flower lovers themselves do 
not wish to see abandoned, only regu- 
lated. They wish to have the city chil- 
dren see and know the flowers. In 
this emergency Miss Anderson suggests 
flower farms for college girls. 


She cites the well known precedent 


of tne "Christmas tree farms" of 
Maine. Some years ago vast areas of 
land covered with balsam fir in Maine 
were worthless. 
They were actually 


not taxed, because the fir yielded no 
income. 
Today the land, under the 


manipulation of the thrifty Maine 
farmers, yields from S15 to $30 an acre 
a year through the Christmas tree 
trade. The farmers carefully choose 
the trees, preserving, thinning, pruning 
and preventing denudation. 


Many college graduates, says Miss 


Anderson, living in country towns, 
would be glad to reside at home after 
graduation could they see any way to 
make a little money there. The trans- 
planting and cultivation of the plants 
in their own habitat, she declares, could 
be made to yield a steady income 
through the season and, in addition, 
would preserve species instead of ex- 
terminating them and foster the love 
of beauty. 


"The sand barren, the peat bog and 


even the stagnant pool," she says, 
might be made to yield a wealth of 
flowers, with an economic and educa- 
tional and an aesthetic value."

fathers do. That father is criminally 
negligent who, himself a swimmer, will 
not teach his little daughters also to 
become such. 
A bathing suit for a 


little girl is easily made. It need con- 
sist only of a single combination gar- 
ment, as light and scant as possible, 
covering tbe body from the shoulders 
to the knees, with an opening for but- 
toning down the front to a little way 
below the waist. For girls in their 
teens a very scant skirt reaching to 
just above the knee may be buttoned 
around the waist. 
On general prin- 


ciples, the less clothing there is to 
weigh down aud hamper the better. 


American women are generally not 


so good swimmers as their British sis- 
ters. 
Our best are those who have 


been brought up near tbe seashore aud 
learned to swim when they were little, 
practicing every summer. 
Several of 


these reside in the vicinity of New 
York city. One, Miss Margaret McDon- 
ald, has swum seven miles without 
stopping. She has saved several lives. 
Once, in a race in \rhich four men and 
two women were her competitors, all 
the rest, even tbe men, gave up becaUbe 
of the rough water, leaving Miss Mc- 
Donald the only one to finish. 


Last summer the woman's world's 


record for a 100 yard dash in open 
water was made by another New York 
girl. Miss Ethel Golding. She made the 
distance in 1 minute 24 3-3 seconds. The 
world's record for the open water 100 
yard dash ft held by a man, who swam 
it in 1 minute 5 l-o seconds.

child of two. They help to obviate the 
need of aperients. So do also ripe and 
well stewed fruit and well cooked veg- 
etables. Uncooked vegetables, such as 
radishes, lettuce and cucumbers, should 
never be given to young children, 
especially in this hot weather. Re- 
member that diarrhea is more danger- 
our for young children than for adults. 
When the former suffer from it, it is 
usually the fault of those who have 
charge of them. And, by the way, the 
flannel abdominal band should not be 
left off until all the teeth are set, and 
even then not until the really warm 
days have begun."

Tommy didn't walk until he -was near- 
ly two years old." 


"Well, children do develop differently, 


Some more rapidly than others, but 
nevertheless when the second year is 
ended there are certain things every 
child ought to be able to do. For in- 
stance, a child of two should be able 
to walk -well. If it cannot do this there 
IB undoubtedly something wrong, very 
probably rickets, and a doctor should 
be consulted. By walking well it is not 
meant that the child should be allowed 
to stand on its feet much. At two it 
still toddles and it should on no ac- 
count be taken walking by its nurse. 
The spine in childhood is different 
from what it is in later years. In the 
child the spine is composed of sepa- 
rate bones. In the adult some of these 
have become united so that the spine is 
stronger and less readily injured by 
Jolts or jars. 
Curvature is always 


'started in early youth when the bones 
are not properly hardened. The posi- 
tion of a young child propped up in 
an erect cart is very injurious to its 
spinal column." 


"How about teething, doctor?" 
"At two teething should be almost if 


not quite completed. All the first set 
of twenty teeth should be cut by then, 
but sometimes there is a delay of two 
or three months in the coming of the 
four back teeth at the extreme end of 
the jaw. This need cause no uneasi-

Are Declared to Come Only From 
the Lips—Czar Said to Be Swept Oil 
Him Feet by Red Limt of Continent 
and Continually Deceived. 


"Again war. Again sufferings neces- 


sary to nobody, utterly uncalled for. 
Again fraud. Again the universal stu- 
pefaction fln'1 br'!t;!!!z::t!nn of me;;" 
are the opening words of the powerful 
indictment of the Russo-Japanese war 
by Count Leo Tolstoi, occupying ten 
columns of the London Times. 
He 


fearlessly impeaches the czar, saying 
contemptuously: 


"This unfortunate, entangled young 


man, recognized as the leader of 130,- 
000,000 people, is continually deceived 
and compelled to contradict himself. 
He confidently thanks and blesses the 
troops, whom he calls his own, for 
murder in defense of lands which with 
yet less right he also calls his own. 
All present to each other hideous icons, 
in which not only no one among the 
educated believes, but which the un- 
learned peasants are beginning to 
abandon. All bow down to the ground 
before these icons, kiss them, pro- 
nounce pompous and deceitful speeches 
in which no one really believes. 


"Wealthy people contribute insig- 


nificant portions of their immorally ac- 
quired riches for this cause of murder 
or in the organization of help in con- 
nection with the work of murder, while 
the poor, from whom the government 
annually collacts two millards, deem 
it necessary to do likewise, giving their 
mites also. 
The government incites 


and encourages crowds of idlers who 
walk about the streets with the czar's 
portrait singing and shouting 'Hurrah!' 
and who under the pretext of patriot- 
ism are licensed in all kinds of ex- 
cesses. 


"All over Russia, from the palace to 


the. remotest village, the pastors of 
churches calling themselves Christians 
appeal to that God who has enjoined 
love to one's enemies, to the God of 
love himself, to help the work of the 
devil, to further the slaughter of men. 


"Even the czar, notwithstanding his 


professions of peace, is swept off his 
feet by the red lust of conquest and 
the plea that while the abolition of 
war is desirable it is impossible. Like 
the soldier, he will be astonished at the 
question whether war is now necesr 
sary. He does not even admit the idea 
that the war might yet be arrested. 
He will say he cannot refrain from 
fulfilling that which is demanded of 
him by the whole nation; that, al- 
though he does recognize war as a 
great evil, he has used and is ready to 
use all possible means for its abolition, 
but in the present case he could not 
help declaring war and cannot help 
continuing it. It is necessary for the 
welfare and glory of Russia. 


"The frightful work commenced is 


continued. Loot, violence, murder, hy- 
pocrisy, theft, above all, the most fear- 
ful fraud and distortion of religious 
teachings, both Christian and Buddhis- 
tic, continue. The czar, the chief re- 
sponsible person, continues to review 
the troops, to thank and reward and en- 
courage them. He issues an edict for 
calling out reserves. His faithful sub- 
jects again and again lay down their 
property and their lives at the feet of 
him they call only with their lips their 
adored monarch. 


"Xot to mention the military, who in 


the way of their profession prepare for 
murder, crowds of so called enlighten- 
ed people, such as professors, social 
reformers, students, nobles and mer- 
chants, without being forced thereto 
by anything or any one, express the 
most bitter contemptuous feeling to- 
ward the Japanese, English or Amer- 
icans, toward whom but yesterday they 
were either well disposed or indiffer- 
ent, while without the least compulsion 
they express the most abject, servile- 
feelings toward the czat—to whom, to 
say the least, they are completely in- 
different—assuring him of their un- 
imited love and readiness to sacrifice 
:heir lives in his interest."

Penniless London. 


London, says Mr. Sydney Brooks in a 


recent Harper's Weekly, is very hard 
up just now. 
The shopkeepers are 


complaining that business was never 
so slack, that people are spending noti- 
ng on luxuries, and that they are over- 
whelmed with demands for extended 
credit—a woman who pays her dress- 
maker within twelve months thinks 
herself a model of punctuality.

same depression is felt by the theaters, 
estaurants, booksellers, art dealers 
and business houses. Tbe cause of all 
his, says Mr. Brooks, is chiefly South 
Africa.
